ADMIRAL EEMEY REPORTS THE 


DISASTER. 


Manila, Nov. 29.—The United 


States auxiliary cruiser Yosemitc 
was wrecked on November 13, in a 
typhoon which swept oVer the Island 
of Guam. 


After her cables had parted she 


drifted on a reef near the harbor of 
San Luis D'Apra and stove in. her 
bottom. 
A launch was manned by 


a coxswain and engineer's apprentice, 
a seaman and two firemen, and an 
attempt twos made to get 
<a line 


ashore, 'but the launch was swamped 
and the five men. were drowned. 


After pounding on the reef for some 


time, the Yaaemite was blown sea- 
ward" seventy miles. 
Before she 


sank the collier Justin, -which was 
stationed at Guam, followed and ef- 
fected the rescue of all on 'board. 


REMY REPORTS DISASTER. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The navy 


department today received a cable- 
gram from Admiral Remy, confirm- 
ing -the report of the disaster to the 
auxiliary cruiser Yosemita at Guam. 
The cablegram does nat go into de- 
tails, but states ithat a 'boat's crew 
were lost in the typhoon and that Ad- 
mii-al Kempff Trill Tae sent to Guam 
to ascertain tlie extent of the damage. 
Following is the text' of Admiral 
Remy's cablegram:

HISTORY OF THE YOSEMITE. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.-r-The 


Yosemite, 
a 
converted third-rate 


cruiser, lost in 
a typhoon off the 


coast of Guam, sailed from New York 
April 32, 1899, for that island, car- 
vying the governor and the battalion 
of marines to garrison the naval sta- 
tion. It had been fitted out as a sta- 
tion ship for that island. It arrived 
at Guam August 7 and carried u 
complete surveying- outfit and had 
been engaged in .surveying the ports 
and coast of the island. 


The 
Yosemite 
was 
purchased 


from the Southern Pacific company 
April 0, 1898, for 3575,000. .When 
engaged in commerce the vessel was 
known as El Sud. Three sister ships 
were purchased from the same com- 
pany by the government, El Nortc, 
El Rio and El Sol, and renamed re- 
spectively Yankee, Dixie and Prairie. 
The Yosemite was hastily fitted for 
sea, commissioned April 13 and re- 
ported at Newport News, Va., May 
17. It was attached to the uoitherii 
patrol squadron tinder the command 
of Commodore J. A. Howell for serv- 
ice between the capes of the Dela- 
ware and Bar Harbor, Me. 
Upon 


being withdrawn from this service 
when the location of the Spanish 
fleet was definitely known, the Yo- 
semite was sent to Cuba and joined 
the blockade around that island from 
June 2 to 23. June 25 the Yosemite 
went to San Juan, Porto Rico, ami 
remained off that port until July 15. 


• It then returned to the .United States 


and was placed in the League Island 
navy yard Sept. 22.

VESSEL BUILT 'IN 1892.. 


The Yosemite 'was of iron hull, 


schooner rigged, built at Newport 
News, Va., in 1892, 389 feet long, 
48 feet .beam, of a draft of 20 feet, 
0,179 tons displacement, 4,659 gross 
tonnage and 2,901 net tonnage. It 
had a speed of sixteen knots, carried 
ten five-inch rapid-fire guns in the 
main battery and sis six-pounders 
and two Colts in tlie secondary, l!he 
total cost of repairs to the YosemUfl 
made by the government was $317,- 
073. 


During the Spanish war the Yo 


semito was .manned by the Michigan 
naval militia, moat of them coming 
from Detroit. It did not participate 
in any 
notable, angagements, but 


captured 
several 
prizes while on 


blockade duty and destroyed the An- 
tonio Lopez. 


According to the naval register, 


the Yosemite was manned by 18 offi- 
cers and 2G7 men, but in the capacity 


station ship not all of these were 


required, and undoubtedly a part or 
them were ashore engaged In duties 
at the naval station. This probably 
would be true of-the 
commander, 


Seaton Schroeder, who also is gov- 
ernor of Guam, and who probably left 
the active command of the ship to 
the ranking lieutenant, Augustus N.

MONEY ONE CAUSE OF DEFEAT 


PROSPERITY CRY INFLUENCED 


LABORING CLASSES.

NEBBASKAN DISCUSSES THE RE- 


SULTS. 


New 
York, Nov. 29.—William 


Jennings Bryan discusses the recent 
presidential election in a lengthy ar- 
ticle In the 
current 
issue of the 


North American Revi&w, considering 
especially the result, its causes and 
its influence upon the 
future. 
He 


says: 


"The republicans had a great ad- 


vantage in having a large campaign 
fund. 
The republicans , were also 


able to secure transportation for all 
republican voters who were away 
from home. It is impossible at this 
time to calculate the effect of colon- 
ization or the extent to which votes 
were purchased by the direct pay- 
ment of money or toy employment for 
political work. 
There are instances 


where as much as §500 was offered 
:.o one man for his political service 
for n few days. 


"The republicans had another ad- 


vantage, the influence of which it is 
difficult to estimate, viz.:

to 189G, To the laboring man the 
republican party 
would say:

member how many were idle during 
the last 
administration. 
Do you 


want to risk a return to hard timesP' 
The prosperity argument influenced 
many farmers. 


"No time need be wasted in the 


condemnation of the illegitimate use 
of money. But it Is worth while to 
consider why such large campaign 
funds are now used by the republi- 
cans and how such funds are col- 
lected, together with the remedy to 
lie employed for the protection of the 
public against the improper use of 
money in the elections. 


"The magnitude of the fund which 


can be collected depends upon the in- 
terest which the great corporations 
feel in the result and upon the im- 
minence of the danger to the privi- 
leges which they are enjoying. Prior 
to 1896 the moneyed element of the 
country was divided between the iwo 
leading parties, but even then the re- 
publican party 
had a considerable 


majority among the bankers,

road magnates and 
manufacturers.
